34,440 Workers “Were Placed During 
Month of March 

The employment situation in. Can- 
ada is improving, according to figures 
published in the Labor Gazette for 
April. The employment service con- 
tiected with the department: of. labor 
placed altogether 34,400 people in em- 
ployment during the month of March 
and received 41,700 applications for 
employment." The department was 
notified of 38,200 vacancies. All these 
figures represent an increase over the 
previous month and the previous ycar 
There was a steady increase in em- 
ployment in all provinces except the 
prairies, where a decline was report- 
ed. ° 

There was less loss of time due to 
strikes in March, 22 strikes were re- 
ported, involving 3,789.people and re- 
presenting ‘a loss of 43,169 working 
days. Sixteen strikes remained unset- 
tled at the end of the month. Reports 
were” received from five conciliation 
boards and applications were received 
for five more. Two. boards were ap- 
pointed in addition to these on appli- 
cation received previously.

The 
farmers. of the so-called dry farming 
states must diversify their crops, plant 
corn, Sudan grass, millet, rye, barley 
and other crops that can be fed on 
the place. Then get by any means 
possible the stock to feed it up and 
and there will be no returning to the 
homes in the east and middle west. 

A farm home without chickens and 
calves, and pigs and lambs, and colts 
is like a home without children. It

The farm home must‘ be self-sus-
